COMMERCIAL APPLICATOR CERTIFICATION

Prior to making application for COMMERCIAL APPLICATOR certification, a prospective
applicant must first complete Pesticide Control Board-approved training. Board-approved training
consists of, at a minimum, self study and review of all the material contained in the most current
edition of the Virginia Pesticide Applicator Certification Training CORE Manual, and other
category-specific manuals related to the specific type of work to be performed. (These manuals may
be obtained for a nominal fee from the Virginia Tech Extension Division Distribution Center, 112
Landsdowne Street, Blacksburg, VA 24060.)

In order to be eligible to make application for COMMERCIAL APPLICATOR certification, you
must first meet at least one of the following requirements:

Brands: Each brand of a pesticide must be registered separately at a fee of $160.00 per product per year.
Likewise, alternate brand names (ABN), or those that have the same formulation or grade, and are manufactured
by the same person, the labeling of which contain the same claims and which bear designations identifying the
products as the same pesticide, must be registered separately on an annual basis. However, there is no
additional fee. For example, Myers Disinfectant Basin, Tub and Tile Cleaner and Myers Disinfectant Bathroom
Cleaner are offered for sale. Both products have the same EPA registration number, the same formulation, are
manufactured by the same company and make the same claims. In this example, the registrant would register
each product separately but pay only $160.00 total.

Grades: Each grade of a pesticide must be registered separately at a fee of $160.00 per product per year. Thus,
if a particular pesticide is available in different formulations, for example, granular and dust, then each formulation
must be registered separately at a fee of $160.00 per product. Grade or formulation would also refer to the
fragrance of a product. If a particular pesticide is available in different fragrances, for example, original scent and
lemon scent, these are considered different grades (formulations) and must be registered separately at a fee of
$160.00 per product.

[Please Note: There is one exception to the registration requirements for different grades. Pursuant to Section 2
VAC 20-30-10, Virginia Administrative Code, the addition of pigment solely for the color shall not constitute a
change in the formulation such as to constitute a new grade requiring registration and a separate fee. As an
example, if antifoulant paint were available in red, green, and blue, each color paint product would be registered
separately, however, the total fee would be only $160.00. There would be no additional fee for different pigments.]

Written exams taken
at VDACS testing centers will be sent to the Office of Pesticide Services in Richmond to be
scored.

If you pass the Registered Technician examination, the Office of Pesticide Services (OPS) will
notify you, and send you your certificate, generally within 10 work days. If you take and pass
your exam at one of the DMV Customer Service Centers, you will be issued a temporary
certificate good for seven days. Your permanent certificate will be mailed to you by OPS within
seven days.
